It is regarded as unlikely that 
the Allies would undertake a dan- 
gerous amphibious expedition to 
capture an area which the Ger- 
mans are trying their best to get 
out of and which could be had 
by the Allies for the asking, the 
headquarters dispatch said. 

Co-ordinated With French. 

A dispatch written in Hendaye 
by Charles 8. Foltz, chief of the 
Associated Press Madrid bureau 
who crossed into southern France 
after the Germans had evacuated 
frontier posts, quoted French mili- 
tary authorities as saying the 
landing was begun last night 
under cover of a naval and aerial 
bombardment. 

The operation, the French of- 
ficials said, was co-ordinated with 
a ground attack by American and 
French forces which effected a 
junction at noon yesterday on the 
outskirts of Bordeaux. 

The officials said Allied planes 
had paved the way for the land- 
ing with a low level attack and 
that Allied warships had poured 
Shells into Bordeaux for more 
than an hour. 

The American troops participat-

LONDON, Aug. 23 (AP).—With 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petein 
and Pierre Laval reported to be 
virtual prisoners of the Nazig at 
Belfort, the days of the Vichy 
Government which the Germans 
used as a front in their admini- 
stration of France appeared today 
to be at an end. 

Switzerland broke off diplomatic 
relations with the Vichy Govern- 
ment today, asserting the 88-year- 
old Petain no longer considered 
himself Chief of State. 

An announcement of the Swiss 
radio said: “The Swiss Federal 
Council, having taken note of 
Petain’s statement that he has 
been taken forcibly from Vichy 
and no longer considered himseif 
Chief of State, have broken off 
diplomatic representation with 
the Petain-Laval Government.” 

Although it was considered 
possible that Laval would attempt 
to set up shop at Belfort. such an 
action would be no more’ than a 
gesture in view of the French 
territory falling to the advancing 
Allied armies and patriot forces. 

The Gazette de Lausanne, how- 


ever, said it had learned from a 


“sure source” that Laval no longer 
considered himself Chief of the 
French Government because “he 
no longer is-a free person and no 
longer is able to exercise au- 
thority.” 

Varying versions of Petain’s de- 
parture from Vichy were reported 
from Switzerland. The National 
Zeitung of Basel, said Petain 
agreed to go to Belfort only after 
the Germans threatened to shell 
Vichy to ruins unless he did ao, 
Other reports said he was vir- 
tually kidnaped. 

Report of Tie With U. &. 

Although not ruling out com 
pletely the possibility that Petain’s 
seizure was @ ruse to gain sympé- 
thy against the day of reckoning, 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Thomas Hawking reported posi- 
tively. from Switzerland that 
Petain had an “understanding” 
with the Americans on his course 
of action when a crisis, such as 
now, approached. 

If this ig substantiated {t may 
spell considerable trouble in future 
Allied relations. 

A dispatch from Lyon in the 
Swiss newspaper Tribune de 
Geneve gaid Free French forces 
occupying Vichy had unearthed a 
mass of records on the relations 
of the collaborationist government 
with Germany which would pre 
vide surprises, . 

Collapse of a Hero. 

Petain, credited with eotning the 
slogan of “they ahall not pass” at 
Verdun, became a hero of France 
bi the last war when for two years 
he stopped cold 80 of Germany's 
best divisions wd ba desperately 
to break through key positions 
on the western front. In 19%, 
when France feared the rising 
power of Hitler, he became Minis- 
Again in 1939, just 
before the outbreak of the present 
war, he was called upon to serve. 
This time as extraordinary am- 
bassador to the Franco govern- 
ment in Spain. 

When Fran@m was overrun tnthe 
summer of 1940, the aging hero 
was called on to bring order eut 
of chaos, With the hated Laval, 
distrusted by Petain himeelf, as 
Vice-Premier, he went about the 
job methodically. 

He ousted Laval in December, 
1940, but the latter, favored by 
the Nazis, was reinstated in April, 
942, and became Chief of Govern- 
ment, A few days later Laval was 
ordered to form a new govern- 
ment to aid in collaboration with 
Germany. 

Petain had been held up as e@ 
stern, honest man in the past, but 
now his star descended within and 
outside France. It sank even low- 
er in the days preceding the Allied 
invasion of France, when he is- 
sued an appeal to Frenchmen net 
to support any invasion. 

There are signs that the Ger- 
Mans never fully trusted the oid 
warrior.

filed a holding company registra-_ 
tion statement with the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission in. 
1937 which failed to list three 
lawyers who made large. kick- 
backs of fees to the Union Elec- 
tric $600,000 political slush fund, 
although Union Electric had _ in- 
cluded two of them in anothe 
atatement a short time previously. 

James F. Fogerty, North Ameri- 
can's executive and finance com- 
mittee chairman, who had been on 
the stand for nearly four days, 
Was excused to return for cross 
examination Sept. 18. After that 
John Foster Dulles, lawyer and 
adviser of Gev. Thomas E, Dewey 
on international affairs, will be 
called as a witness, unless it is de- 
cided to hear ahead of him one or 
both of the other two witnesses 
now under subpena in behalf of 
Frank J. Boehm. Dulles was sub- 
penaed yesterday by process serv- 
ers for Boehm, who had been 
seeking him for more than two 
months, and was to have appeared 
on the stand next Friday. | 

However, Howard T. Milman, 
an associate of Dulles’s law firm, 
Siflivan and Cromwell, which 
represents North American, 
pointed out to Special Commis- 
zioner Paxton Blair that Dulles 
was Washington for confer- 
ences with Secretary of State 
Hull and others as the represen- 
tative of Dewey, Republican pres- 
fidential candidate, on internation- 
al security matters, and would not 
return to New York until Satur- 
day, after which he needed four 
or five days for treatments for 
thrombo-phlebitis of one leg. It 
was agreed that Dulles would ap- 
pear when wanted, under the pres- 
ent subpena, subject to his health. 

Dulles, leading partner of Sulli- 
van and Cromwell, is one of the 
chief defendants in Boehm’s $3,- 
500,000 damage suit arising from 
the Union Electric slush fund. 


Omission Repeated, 

Fogarty, who has been testify- 
ing since last Friday, was _ in- 
terrogated by Boehm’s_ chief 
counsel, Sebastian C. Pugliese, 
over the omission of the kickback 
lawyers from the holding com- 
pany’s original registration July. 
31, 1937, under the Holding Com-| 
pany Act. He had no definite ex- 
planation of the omission, which. 
was repeated in a 1938 annual sup- | 
plemental statement but rectified | 
in the annual supplement of | 
April 29, 1939. Fogarty was presi- 
dent of North American as well 
as its specialist in financial mat- 
ters in this period. 

“Isn't it a fact that you didn’t 
furnish this information because 
you knew these were kickback 
lawyers and were afraid the SEC 
would find out?” Pugliese de- 
manded. “No,” said Fogarty. 

“And. didn't you give it later, in 
1939, because by then the SEC had 
Slarted. its investigation of Union 
Electric?” “No,” said the witness. 

The lawyers involved were B. P. 
Alschuler of Aurora, Ill, who 
kicked back $111,000 out of fees 
of $246,000 in the slush fund pe- 
riod of the 308; E. Bentley Hamil- 
ton of Peoria, Ill. who returned 
half of his $40,000 annual fee for 
10 years, and Rex H,. Fowler of 
Des Moines, Ia.. who gave back 
about half of $88,550 paid him over 
Six years.

Foreign Minister Insists 
That Bulgaria’s ‘Inter- 
ests’ Embrace Thrace 


and Macedonia. 


TONDON, Aug. 23 (AP). —- The 
Rulgarian Government of Premier 
Ivan Bagrianov put forth another 
tentative bid for peace last night 
but Turkish dispatches said the 
Sofia move was conditioned on re- 
tention of at least a part of the 
Balkan territory Bulgaria gained 
as a German ally. 

“Bulgaria is too small to take 
part in this world war,” Foreign 
Minister Parvan Draganov asaaid. 
He asserted that his country’s 
deciaration of war on the United 
States and Britain had been a mis- 
take and added that Bulgaria's 
“interests are confined to the Bal- 
kans.”” 

He insisted these “interests” em- 
brace Thrace and Macedonia and 
an outlet throught the former to 
the Aegean—long a sore point in 
Balkan diplomacy—as well as cLer- 
tain former Yugoslav territory. 
He offered to withdraw Bulgarian 
garrison troops from what he 
called “‘non-Bulgarian” territories 


og eagle 

e Greek Government-in-Exile 
already has expressed its opposi- 
tion to any peace that would 
strip Greece of Thrace or Mace- 
donia and similar opposition un- 
doubtedly would come from a re- 
constituted Yugoslavia. 

All available information indi- 
cates that peace talks reported 
conducted in Turkey between Bul- 
garian and Allied represtentatives 
led up to only one point on which 
Britain and the United States 
would agree to an armistice—un- 
conditional surrender, 

Draganov’s statement that his 
country was looking for “ways and 
means” to make peace followed 
the line first taken last Thurs- 
day by Premier Bagrianov in a 
epeech to Parliament. 

In his broadcast speech, fre- 
¢orded in London by Allied moni- 
tors, Draganov told Parliament his 
government was pursuing a policy 
of friendship with Russia, with 
which Bulgaria is not at war, and 
that it hoped its present attitude 
would be understood by Britain 
and the United States.

Some legislators have said 
this Government should not be too 
hasty about extending it again if 
Germany collapses meantime. Cer- 
tain Government officials, how- 
ever, have felt that the act shoul 
continue to apply to Britain after 
the war has been reduced to op- 
erations against Japan, while oth- 
ers believe the aid should go to 
countries in the European thea- 
ter only to the extent that it di- 
rectly helps to defeat Japan,

The latest report placed the 
value of lend-lease supplies and 
services at $4,045,000,000 for the 
quarter ended June 30. The to- 
tal of more than 28 billion dollars 
covered the period from March 11, 
1941, when the act was first 
passed, to June 30 last, and repre- 
sented about 15 per cent of all 
American production for defense 
and war. 

In addition, $678,241,000 worth 
of supplies have been consigned 
to American commanding gener- 
als in the field for subsequent 
lend-lease transfer to Allied 
forces.

A Big Bogy Is Felled 


Uncle Sam is about to open the greatest bar- 
gain basement sale of all time, offering goods 
that cost him 105 billion dollars, and include tens 
of thousands of items, from ships and jeeps and 
chewing wax to factories fit for Kings. But the 
news of this bounteous spread brought cries of 
alarm as well as hosannas of delight. 

Nor is this strange, because of the widespread 
fear that the Government’s sale of a huge quan- 
tity of war surplus property would glut the civil- 
ian markets, halt the demand for the production 
of new goods, and thus accelerate a new eco- 
nomic toboggan slide. 

No wonder the 105 billion figure the war agen- 
cies reported to the Senate put many business 
men in a dither, because the country’s national 
income never reached that height until 1942. 
Figured from their cost to the Government, the 
goods and facilities to be turned over to Surplus 
Property Administrator Clayton for disposal 
would represent a whole year’s national income, 
and its marketing might be a block-buster to the 
dammed-up demand for new goods, facilities and 
services of the expected “catching-up economy.” 

Some of the items do seem strikingly large, 
like Army trucks which cost four billion and ma- 
chine tools which cost $2,600,000,000. No wonder 
many applauded Senator Ed Johnson of Colorado 
when he called for a*five-year freeze on the dis- 
posal of these goods. Py 

How real is this multi-billion menace? Do we 
need to plow war plants under, as once we did 
little pigs? 

Big problems are best solved when we try to 
break them down into little ones, as J, A, Liv- 
jugeton, a WPB economist, has tried to do with 
thig surplus property total, in an analysis re- 
cently published by the Public Affairs Commit- 
tee of the Twentieth Century Fund. He points 
out that a very large part of the goods is far 
overseas, in Europe, Africa, Asia, Australia, 
South America, and is not ever likely to be 
brought back to the continental United States. 
Such, too, was our experience with the AEF 
stockpiles in France after World War I. 

While it is true that the Government has in- 
vested about $15,500,000,000 in war plants, he 
estimates that less than half of these have much 
likelihood of being reconverted to peacetime use. 
The goods surpluses for disposal in this country 
Mr. Livingston estimates at about eight billion, 
a considerable cut under the 50 billion some have 
feared. 

Furthermore, we can exclude from the figure 
domestically employable surplus merchant ships 
-—these pose a pretty problem of their own—food, 
military installations and the return of certain 
lend-lease goods. 

“Measured in dollars and cents,” he sumg up, 
into the peacetime 
economy will run to some 15 billion.” This is 
a big sum, but a manageable one, and need not 
result in Great Depression II. 

Approaching the problem from a somewhat dif- 
ferent statistical standpoint, A. H. D. Kaplan, in 
a study of the liquidation of war production made 
for the Committee on Economic Development, has 
reached substantially the same conclusion. He 
figures that the amount of goods which the Gov- 
ernment will have to sell here at home will 
amount to no more than the country’s normal 
peacetime retail sales for three months. 

Sumner Slichter, the noted Harvard economist, 
who has given special attention to reconversion 
and its aftermath, agrees with Messrs. Livingston 
and Kaplan that 105 billfon is a bogy-man and 
15 billion is the real surplus to be absorbed. 
“Much of this property is abroad,” he said re- 
cently, “and will not be brought back. A very 
large part of the equipment—trucks, jeeps, etc.— 
is worn out or in very bad shape, and the cost 
of repair would be prohibitive.” He believes it 
would be smart merchandising for Uncle Sam 
to dispose of these goods as quickly as possible, 
taking due care of the period of change-over, and 
that the cheaper it is sold the better, if it is 
channeled to the individual user and kept out 
of speculative hands. 

All of which is reassuring. It would seem 
fairly definitely established that the disposal of 
surplus war goods needn't upset the economic 
apple-cart.

After hearing the opinion of the City Coun- 
selor’s office that the proposed experimental air- 
strip on the river front would be legal, the Mu- 
nicipal Airport Commission will decide, probably 
at its next meeting, whether it shall apply to 


the National Park Service for a permit. 


The question of legality was carefully studied 
by City Counselor Holland and his associates, 
Messrs, Frank, Hamilton and Stemmler, and they 
believe issuance of a permit for the airstrip 
“would not affect the legal status of the present 
relationship between the City of St. Louis and 
the United States Government for the ultimate 
improvement and development of the area as 
originally contemplated.” 

A prior adverse opinion of Charles P. Wil- 
liams, attorney for the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial Association, Wag also studied 
by the City Counselor and his-assistants. They 
found that Mr. Williams predicated his opinion 
on a wrong assumption, namely, that the airstrip 
proposal contemplated abandonment of the pro- 
posed Jefferson Memorial, and conversion of the 
site into an airport.

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One Up On the Paris eee 


Woodrow Wilson crossed the Atlantic in De- 
cember, 1918, chiefly to make sure that the peace 
settlement include a league of nations to enforce 
the peace to come, But he had no detailed plan 
in his portmanteau, the allies had other fish to 
fry first, and by the time the Conference held 
its first plenary session, 10 weeks had elapsed 
since the Armistice—10 weeks in which the unity 
of the Allied Powera had begun to disintegrate 
in an acid bath of narrow nationalist self-interest. 

This time-lag was among the principal reasons 
for the failure at Paris, and the warning voice 
of a fearful experience has led the new men who 
sit in the seats of the mighty to do their best to 
avoid making this same identical mistake. There- 
fore, this time the indispensably necessary spade 
work for effective collaboration to enforce col- 
lective security has not been postponed until the 
rigidities of peace have begun to harden the 
moral arteries of mankind. 

President Wilson became the chairman of the 
Conference’s Committee on the Covenant, and 
labored on it night after night for several weeks. 
But already it was too late, differences had de- 
veloped between Clemenceau, Lloyd George, and 
Wilson. The statesmen of the Continent could 
see naught but the blindness, folly and greed of 
wan, 

When Wilson brought in the Covenant, it was 
too late. His colleagues at Paris were dividing 
the loaves and fishes, and let Wilson have his 
league. An unruly Senate minority in America 
sent over a Round Robin that it would reject a 
league in advance. Delay, deception and dirty 
politics did its work, and in a few months Amer- 
ica tried to withdraw from the world. 

We have made a better beginning this time, 
for we have started early, while the war is yet 
on, and the machinery for peace will be ready by 
the time the sound of battle stills. Congress has 
already pledged its faith for peace machinery; so 
have both parties. Monday there opened at Dum- 
barton Oaks, in Washington, a conference for 
the identical purpose that was sought by the 
Paris Conference Committee Woodrow Wilson 
chaired at Paris. 

Thig conference is to explore in advance the 
framework of a league which will have the power 
to keep the peace. We area very long way ahead 
of 1919 perhaps because the greatness of Wilson’s 
purpose, and the fearful fruits of its failure, force

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Military Narcissism 

The revocation of credentials of three 
respondents and a magazine artist by the publie 
relations office of the Ninth Air Force 
is a disgraceful piece of brass-hat 
hunting. 

Jack Tait, of the London dine of the New 
York Herald Tribune, wrote that the action 
made good “a long series of threats by certain 
public relationg officers of the Air Force” who 
had “made it plain to correspondents that they 
are more interested in promoting their own unit 
than in getting war newg out of this theater.” 

The New York Post, whose correspondent, 
Stanley Frank, was-one of the men penalized, 
said the incident followed “repeated protests 
by press relations officers of the Ninth Air Force 
that Frank’s dispatches dealt too often with the 
work of the infantry, artillery and other ground 
forces.” These officers contended, the Post said, 
that Frank should have centered his attention on 
the Ninth Air Force, the outfit to which he was 
officlally accredited. A New York Times cor- 
respondent with the Ninth Air Force said the 
public relations officers had performed as “high- 
pressure press agents.” 

The reason given by supreme headquarters of 
the American Expeditionary Force in France for 
the revocations wag that they were “based on 
the policy of supreme headquarters to rotate war 
correspondents so that all assigned to this theater 
will have an opportunity to cover the war.” 

This explanation is apparently a fine specimen 
of hypocrisy, of a piece with the cheap publicity- 
seeking which it conceals. There is, however, one 
excellent phrase in it, and that is the one which 
suggests that the opportunity all war corre- 
spondents should receive is an opportunity to 
“cover the war.” Not just to cover the Ninth 
Air Force. 

War correspondents are not personal publicity 
men for the outfit to which they happen to be 
attached. They are the eyes and ears of the 
millions back home who cannot be present in 
person but who need to be informed of what is 
happening. That is a pretty solemn obligation,

LONDON, 

I have just spent a week-end at the Not- 
tingham summer school with nearly 200 co- 
operators. They varied in age from the 
twenties to the late sixties; there were per- 
haps more women than men. All held posts 
of responsibility in the consumers’ Co-op- 
erative movements, 


All of them were people with responsible 
jobs, though rarely jobs catching the lime- 
light. All were working-class by birth and 
training. They were the people who give 
the co-operative movement in Britain its 
special character as perhaps the most re- 
markable training in civic and social re- 
sponsibility that, outside the Soviet Union, 
there is in the world today, 

I report what they said about Britain 
and the questions they asked about Amer- 
ica. They were anxious to end the coalition 
Government as quickly as possible, They 
did not want to break with Churchill until 
the war was in the final stage. But they 
were confident that this stage was ap- 
proaching and all wanted to see a revival 
of the militant temper in the labor 
ment, 


Goodbye Lo Capitalism 


They did not believe the Tory party had 
either the generosity or the good will to 
set out on a large scale replanning of Brit- 
ain. Though they deeply admired Church- 
ill’s dogged resolution, they thought his so- 
cial views belonged to a past age and they 
disliked the compromises in policy to which 
labor’s membership in the coalition com- 
mitted it. 


They wanted to see a great campaign to 
educate voters, especially the younger vot- 
ers, to a grasp of the reasons why a great 
sector of enterprise, including banks, ‘in- 
surance, railways, mines, power and land, 
should pass finally and decisively into pub- 
lic ownership and control. They had a low 
opinion of Butler’s education act and a low- 
er opinion of the town and country plan- 
ning bill. They saw no real importance in 
the white paper on unemployment; they re- 
garded it as so much window dressing. 

To them it was elementary that the 
age of capitalist democracy was over. 
Britain had either to go forward to a 
Socialist commonwealth swiftly and pur- 
posively or, in their view, it would be too 
difficult to maintain the kind of equili- 
brium we have known in the inter-war 
years. 


“American Slump Gravest Danger” 


Few of them were satisfied that the 
Labor party was the instrument fitted 
to effect the transformation; but most 
thought it could be made that instrument, 
above all if its leaders had the self-con- 
fidence and determination to achieve power 
without delay... All expressed the view that 
the influence of aristocracy, whether of 
birth or wealth, was too profound in Brit- 
ain. They thought it was time for the cen- 
tury of the common man to begin in this 
country before a “man on horseback” 
sought to maintain power on behalf of an 
elite concerned not with freedom but priv- 
llege, 
interested in America. 
All of them realized fully that perhaps 
the wravesat danger in the postwar world 
waa that of an American slump, All spoke 
words of warm praise for the American 
aoldiers they had encountered, their-cour-

move-— 


tesy, vitality and freedom from snobbery. 
They were distressed at the position of 
the Negro and I apent no little time ex- 
plaining the complexities of that grim 
problem, They spoke admiringly of the 
President, though they found it hard to 
understand either his present attitude to- 
ward the New Deal or his willingness to 
see Henry Wallace disappear from office. 


All were interested in the question of 
America’s attitude to the postwar world. 
What would its tariff policy be? Did it 
really think free enterprise could tackle 
the issue of full employment? Was thére 
real danger of a return to isolationism? 
Was Col. McCormick as incredible as he 
sounded? Had Americans a full grasp of 
the responsibilities of power? Did I think 
John L. Lewis was the successor in spirit 
to Huey Long? Could Europe count on 
America to recognize the intensity of world 
dependence on its outlook @dn the next 
generation? 


Our Bewildering Parties 


No need to add that they discussed the 
election of next November almost as ard- 
ently as if they had been voters. Their in- 
terest in political institutions in America 
was quite obviously a new element in the 
perspective of their interests. Some of 
them found it very difficult to grasp; some 
conventions, like senatorial courtesy and 
the assumption that it was really possible 
to distinguish between Democrats and Re- 
publicans, frankly bewildered them. 


They were deeply anxious for Anglo- 
American understanding to have the char- 
acter not merely of permanence but of 
genuine regard for each other; but they 
were no less emphatic that they could not 
wish for Anglo-American friendship at the 
cost of real partnership with the Soviet 
Union, I add that I did not hear a word 
of bitterness about the German people; it 
was upon the Nazis only that their anger 
was vented. I felt proud of them in their 
tolerance and magnanimity and interest 
in life as an idea to be fulfilled greatly.

Moving Study of the Tragedy 
of the Past QuarterCentury 


“Twenty-five Troubled Years,” by F. . Seward. 
(Oxford University Press, Torento, Canada.) 
Perhaps a hundred years from now some 

playwright with a taste for the tragic epic 
will choose the period of 1918 to 1943 for 
his theme. At that time he might well turn 
to Prof. Soward’s book as a rich source 
of dramatic raw material. 

With a curiously dispassionate factuality 
for a participant writing of contemporary 
events, the author has presented a clear, 
concise summary of one of the most tur- 
bulent and crowded quarter-centuries in 
history. The simple, trimly-tailored prose 
structure of Soward’s book lends itself ad- 
mirably to this type of presentation. 

To a generation of readers familiar with 
Beard and Muzzey, this crisp marshalling 
of facts without attempt at indoctrination 
may seem strange and even drab. Yet there 
is a submerged drama in the events them- 
selves which seems to make interpretation 
unnecessary, 
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From the muddled mixture of idealism 
and greed of Versailles to the beginning of 
the 1948 air offensive against Hitler's Ger- 
many, the sense of an era of futility and 
blind hopelessness grows steadily in the 
reader... The seemingly deliberate help!ess- 
ness of a world which paid lip service te 
peace while constructing a fortress of war 
evokes something of the Grecian tragedy 
which rushes madly towards inevitable de 
struction, 

One of the clearest indictments—again 
without moralizing on the author’s part-— 
is the dreary, feeble role played by the de- 
mocracieés in the period which led from 
one war to another. It reminds one of 
Henry Adams’ characterization of the Grant 
period as “poor in purpose and barren of 
results.” Yet it remained for President 
Coolidge to epitomize the whole purblind 
era tHrough his statement on repayment of 
the war debts by France and England——- 
“Well, they hired the money, didn’t they?” 
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There is a special interest in the sections 
dealing with the United States as written 
from the standpoint of a near neighbdbar 
and a professor of history at the University 
of British Columbia. 

Throughout this book there fs a feeling 
of undercurrent tenseness, as if the writer 
was so aware of the grim intensity of 
events that he admitted of ne emotionalism 
in his treatment, Consequently, the book is 
executed with apparent detachment excep 
in the powerful surge of the times ce 
scribed. and in the aptly selected quota- 
tions of the men who formed the period. 

Here is a work which makes no pre 
tense of high artistry or fervent argumen- 
tation. It moves, instead, with a sureness 
of its material and an economy of state 
ment which both defines and enlightens.

Some progress has been made on 
public housing projects.

Public 
services to widows, aged and or- 
phans are being expanded. Labor 
is being given fairer working con- 
ditions, although wages, even after 
increases, remain sensationally 
low.

Brisson’s show business career began in Dan- 
ish movies where he portrayed brawny boys. 
Adding singing to his accomplishments, he made 
a huge success in musicals, especially such Lon- 
don hits as “The Merry Widow” and “Wonder- 
bar,” followed it up with several Hollywood 
movies of foreign flavor, such as “All the King’s 
Horses.”

Emergency 
Treatment 
In the Home

N these days of doctor shortage 
| every mother, father, or house- 

keeper should have some idea of 
the sensible thing to do in face 
of a medical emergency, Older 
people can perhaps to a certain 
extent treat their own emergen- 
cies, but babies and children are 
entirely dependent, so we will be- 
gin with them, 

Convulsions are a_ terrifying 
spectable in a child and the par- 
ents almost invariably become 
panic stricken. But the condition 
is not usually as serious as it 
looks, and responds to very simple 
household remedies. In fact, con- 
vulsions are quite common in 
childhood. The newly forming del- 
icate nervous system of the child is 
readily upset by causes that would 
have no effect on the adult. The 
picture of convulsive seizure can 
be mistaken for nothing else— 
the staring eyes, the rigid body 
shaken by spasm, unconsciousness, 
the contortions of the face and 
rigidity of the neck tell the story 
clearly at a glance. 
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THE COMMONEST cause of 
convulsions in children is fever, 
and a fever as high as 106 nearly 
invariably causes a convulsion in 
a small child. Therefore the first 
thing to do after the convulsion is 
over is to take the child’s tempera- 
ture and, if it is high, strip off the 
clothes and put the child in a tep- 
id bath of 90 degrees. A colder or 
hotter bath is dangerous, the cold 
bath contracting the superficial 
blood vessels of the skin and driv- 
ing the blood to the internal or- 
gans and thus possibly inducing 
another convulsion. Only when 
no fever is present or the bath 
does not calm the muscular irrita- 
bility down should sedatives be 
given, ‘The second commenest 
cause of convulsions in childhood 
is intestinal putrefaction, s0 an 
enema is indicated.

CROUP, an old-fashioned name, 
may be retained to designate a 
combination of hoarseness, bark- 
ing or rasping cough, spasm of the 
vocal cords so that the breath 
comes and goes with difficulty, 
with long drawn crowing or wheez- 
ing sounds, Because the child usu- 
ally awakens at night with this 
set of symptoms it makes the sit- 
uation all the more alarming. The 
fear of the parents is always that 
croup is caused by diphtheria, but 
diphtheria is not as frequent as it 
used to be, and if the child has 
had its immunization with diph- 
theria toxoid it can be eliminated. 

The commonest cause of croup 
is a bronchitis with laryngitis and 
thick, ropy mucus clinging to the 
vocal cords. The spasm of the mus- 
cles of the larynx is the thing to 
overcome and this can best be done 
by inducing vomiting. A teaspoon- 
ful of syrup of ipecac will do this, 
or, if this is not at hand, give a 
teaspoonful of melted butter, lard 
or olive oil every few minutes. Be- 
sides this, put a cold compress, 
made by wringing a wash cloth 
out of cold water, over the region 
of the larynx and hot water inhal- 
ation, which can be arranged by 
allowing steam from the spout of 
a teakettle to be breathed in. A 
medicament is not necessary with 
this steam, but if one is used, tinc- 
ture of benzoin thrown on the 
water in the kettle is the best. 


NOSE BLEED—If a nose bleed 
has lasted more than 10 minutes 
in spite of such simple treatment 
as rest, compression of the nose 
and cold applications to the face, 
a tampon consisting of gauze or 
cotton should be inserted deep in 
the nose. If you get a doctor he 
will probably saturate the tampon 
with adrenalin, but this is too dan- 
gerous a drug for household medi- 
cine.

Totals inclugled 20,000 absentee 
votes, 11,696 for Democrats and 
8313 for Republicans.

Lincoln, McDonald and 
Ozark—listed no absentee votes. 

The total vote cast was 658,192, 
based on the races drawing the 
largest total vote in each: party. 
There were 349,988 Democratic 
votes cast for State Auditor For- 
rest Smith, who was unopposed. 
Republicans cast 309,204 votes in 
the gubernatorial primary. 

Four years ago — in the last 
presidential year primary-—Demo- 
crats cast 656,000 and Republicans 
298,000 votes for a total of 954,000, 
while the off-year primary in 1942 
drew only 521,000 votes, including 
306,000 Democratic and 215,000 Re- 
publican.

Economical 
Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


NE of the most alluring and 
0 aristocratic ways to serve fish 

on hot days is to boil it in a 
flavorable stock (court bouillon), 
chill thoroughly, remove all of the 
skin carefully to preserve the 
whole shape perfectly, and then 
serve on a chilled platter with a 
cold, peppy tartar sayce. This 
sauce should be used to almost 
completely mask the fish as a 
garnish. A few sprigs of parsley, 
some sliced cucumber or tomato 
would add still more to the at- 
tractive appearance, as well as the 
nutritive value. Remember to 
keep the fish whole. The best 
way to do this is wrap the raw 
fish neatly in several folds of 
cheesecloth, leave the cloth on the 
fish until ready to serve, then un- 
wrap the cloth from the fish on 
the serving platter. The skin will 
come off with the cheesecloth for 
the most part. From here on use 
speed to get it on to the table, 
which means you’ve made your 
sauce and had it in the refrigera- 
tor long enough to get very cold. 

Cold Boiled Fish. 

Whole trout, two and one-half 
to three pounds (or salmon); one 
quart water; one medium onion; 
one large carrot; one-third cup 
parsley; one tablespoon vinegar or 
lemon -juice; one and one-half tea-’ 
spoons salt. 

Clean fish (bone if desired), 
wrap in cheesecloth. To water in 
a pan large enough to hold the 
whole fish, add remaining ingredi- 
ents. Allow to come to a boil and 
boil 10 minutes, before adding 
fish. Place fish in liquor and al- 
low to simmer very gently for 
about one-half hour, until tender, 
but still firm and whole. Allow to 
cool thoroughly in liquor, place in 
refrigerator as soon as practical 
after removing from heat. Before 
serving, remove from liquor to a 
serving platter, carefully remove 
cheesecloth and all of skin. Pour 
relish dressing over entire fish. 


Relish Dressing. 

One hard-cooked egg, chopped; 
three-fourths cup chopped celery; 
one-fourth cup chopped green on- 
ion; one-fourth cup chopped green 
pepper; one-fourth cup chopped 
sweet pickle; one-fourth cup 
chopped parsley; two tablespoons 
lemon juice; three-fourths cup 
salad dressing; one-fourth cup 
chilisauce. 

Mix altogether and chill thor- 
oughly, before pouring over fish. 
Cover entire fish.

Brown one-third 
cup flake cereal in butter in a 
small skillet. Mix with drained, 
cooked green beans and strve. 
Sliced tomatoes, six tomatoes. 
Bran muffins, one dozen bought, 
Save half for Friday breakfast. 
Golden peach tapioca, slice four 
medium (one-pound) peaches, 
Cook in one cup water and one- 
fourth cup sugar for 10 minutes. 
Drain, save all liquid, add water to 
make one-fourth cup. Combine 
two and one-half tablespoons tap- 
ioca, one-half cup sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, and liquidin 
saucepan. - Bring to a full boil 
over heat, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat, add peaches. 
Cool, stirring occasionally. Serve 
with top milk.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday. 


NE of the clippings which has 
been sent me starts with the 


0 following paragraph: 


“As she ages, the feminine part 


‘of the Roosevelt presidency be- 


comes wilder in her attempts to 
force American youths to follow 
the pattern of life she wants to 
dictate to them. Now she is start- 
ing to campaign for compulsory 
military training after the war for 
our boys and girls of 18 years of 
age. She says ‘our youngsters 
must get it into their minds that 
they have a responsibility to their 
country.’ ” 


In the two columns which I 
have written in the last two days, 
I have tried to express clearly why 
we should have a little different 
emphasis and perhaps call on 
some new methods to help us all 
to be better citizens in our great 
democracy. 


But one thing I hope I have 
made very clear, and that is that 
everything which I say is only in 
the form of suggestions. These 
are made in order to interest peo- 
ple and bring about discussion. 
When some concrete plans are 
actually suggested by those who 
properly have the responsibility 
for such suggestions, there will 
then be among us.all an awakened 
interest and a background of 
thought and discussion. 


And now to this subject which 
was quoted above—this terrifying 
subject’ of what part girls might 
play in a program of national 
service, No one is more conscious 
than I am that many a girl, when 
she finishes high school, will not 
want to leave home, and that her 
family, as well, will not want her 
to go from under their direct 
supervision. 


It is possible, however, that a 
girl might give a year of service 
in her own community. Such serv- 
ice might well prove of value to 
the hospitals, or to some of the 
government agencies—local, state 
or national—which happen to be 
in the vicinity, or to some civic 
or charitable activity,

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with child care or recreation, 
which needed personnel. 

In any of these activities, a girl 
might learn many things which 
would be a help to her in her 
future life, either in her home or 
in work which she may undertake. 
Quite obviously, it would be use- 
ful- to any woman to have a 
knowledge of local conditions, a 
better knowledge of nutrition or 
of sanitation, as well as some of 
the first principles of hygiene or 
nursing. Some girls might feel 
that they wanted to see something 
of their own country beyond their 
immediate surroundings; but this, 
after all, could perhaps be offered 
on a voluntary basis. 

The essential thing, as I see it, 
is that we should think out ways 
te increase our participation in 
government,

Contract 
Bridge

O one can hope to become an 
expert at bridge until he 
learns to resist his own “nat- 

ural impulses.” It was perhaps 

“natural” for East to grab a trick 

with agjowly jack in this deal, but 

it cert&inly was fatal! 
South, dealer.

West led the spade jack; East 
put up the king. and declarer 
ducked. East dutifully returned 
the spade five; declarer won with 
the ace and led the diamond 
seven, playing the six from dummy. 
East pounced with hig jack and 
shifted to the club seven. Declarer 
tried the queen finesse, and West 
won with the king. Now’ West, 
for want of a better play, led an- 
other spade and knocked out 
South’s last stopper. 


Declarer led his last diamond, 
and when West played low there 
was no problem about what card 
to put in from dummy—if West 
had held the ace he certainly 
would have put it up and cashed 
a couple of spades. Thus, playing 
the king couldn’t win, whereas a 
low card might force the ace. Not 
only might, but did! East took 
his ace with rather a sheepish ex- 
pression, and later, declarer hav- 
ing placed the ace on East's club 
return, the rest of the diamonds 
came home. 


East could not be absolutely 
sure that declarer needed several 
diamond tricks for his contract, 
but, in view of South’s failure to 
open the bidding with two clubs 
or at least two no trump, that was 
the logical conclusion. Hence, the 
shrewd, and winning, defense was 
to let declarer win the first dia- 
mond, keeping the ace-jack to shut 
out the rest of the suit if West 
had the queen.
